The pulse-beat means nothing, they say; the 
temperature means everything. But an en- 
gine which, day by day, and hour by hour, 
is driven at a speed of 3 _ per 
cent higher than it was designed 
to go is an engine which is in danger of 
wearing out, and the heart is the body’s en- 
gine: The President lies there to-night, 
where he has been for seven Weeks, a weary, 
broken, terribly sick, and wounded man, 
From the crown of his head to the soles of 
his teet, almost like the afflicted man of 
Scripture, he is a sufferer. The swelling of 
the glands of the neck has not materially 
changed, but it has so tightened the muscles 
that the President is able to open his mouth 
a very little ways,—not more, it is said, than 
half an inch. 
STOMACH 

is in a slight degree resuming its natural 
functions, but not to such an extent as to give 
assurance that it can take solid food. The 
injections of nourishing food are continued, 
but at less frequent intervals, and it is 
learned that even this supply of nourish- 

ment was in danger of being cut off, asa 
bowel trouble set in yesterday which carried

THE BULLETIN CREATED A SURPRISE 
in its statements that yesterday a flexible tube 
had been inserted twelve and one-half indghes 
into a wound which was supposed to be not 
more than four inches deep. The doctors do 
not choose to explain why they did not inform 
the people of this yesterday; possibly because 
they did not consider that it was any ot the peo- 
ple's business; but they do say to-night that a 
wound of twelve and a half inches long at the 
end of the seventh week gives them no appre- 
Dension. although two days ago they declared 
that the wound was nearly healed. Dr. Bliss 
telis the story of the discovery of the fact that 
the wound was not healed its whole length, as 
had been supposed, in the following manner:

rogressing satisfactorily, that the wound was

THE PATIENT. 
BLAINE’S DISPATCH.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 20.—Mr. Blaine’s 
dispatch to Lowell this morning said all that 
can be said about the President’s condition 
at the time. Probably the physicians know 
no more: There is certainly no loss, and 
no very marked gain.“ That there must be 
a change for the better or worse very soon 
even the sanguine physicians in charge ad- 
mit. The President must either show a eain 
within afew days, or relapse is sure te come. 
The nnnatural method of administering 
nourishment cannot be relied upon very 
much longer. Already nature is pro- 
testing in the way that such continued ad- 
ministrations would suggest nature would 
protest. The physicians prefer to ascribe 
the intestinal disturbance—the dysentery- 
like tendency—to these enemata rather than 
to charge blood-posontng with the difficulty. 
Yet it is known that such disturbance is one 
of the frequent results of blood-poisoning. 

THE REACTION OF THE STOMACH 

seems to be partially established, but it is not 
yet known whether it will receive solid, 
nourishing food, and they have not dared 
make any risky experiments with it.

until the stomach can be relied upon to 


support life can the enemata be suspended. 
If after they are suspended the disturbances 
remain it will then be known that the in- 
sidious poison is powerful enough to attack 
the intestinal canal.

limit of choice given to the physicians in the

Any escape is possible. Ten days ago they 
were met with a complication which 
REQUIRED THE KNIFE 
and a prolonged operation. To hesitate was 
2 yet aside from other risks that the use 
_of the knife involved there was the terrible 
one that accompanies the use of ether,—terri- 
ble for a patient with so weak a stomach as 
the President, and all the more to be dreaded 
because the collapse of that organ meant the 
worst. Ether always pfoduces nausea. Men 
have been known’'te fetch violently for days 
on accountof its use. There was no choice, 
—the knife and ether with the risks, or 
death. Then, after this,—some days after,—the 
stomach did rebel, and so long that a collapse 
was barely warded off. Was it the effect of 
ether? Hardly, for seven days bad passed. 
Was it dyspepsia’ This seems an inadequate 
explanation, because he has eaten nothing to 
cause indigestion. The physicians 
HAVE NOT GIVEN ANY SATISFACTORY EX- 
PLANATION 
of the cause. They must have known, as all 
well-read physiciaus know, that if there has 
been serious bDiood-poisoning the effect upon 
the stomach would have been precisely what it 
was. Dr. Bliss himself weeks ago very 
plainly said that if there was pywemia, 
septicemia, or whatever it may be called, 
the stomach would be intiuenced by it. But the 
trouble was there, from whatever cause, and 
there was no choice. Enemata were the only 
resource, with all the unfavorable effect their 
constant use were liable to produce upon the 
membrane of the intestines, especially unfavor- 
able if the blood, besides devitalized, was also 
corrupted. Thus limited again to choice, the 
treatment seemed for the time to stay the 
trouble, when suddenly a hew complication sets 
in. The secreting gland under the ear is found 
to be inflamed,—so greatly inflamed as to cause 
great suffering, and so rigidly to ix the muscles 
that 
THE. MOUTH CAN BARELY BE OPENED, 
and only with pain. Foratime the physicians, 
perbaps hoping against reason and their learn- 
ing, report this as of no great account;. but to- 
day they do not deny that the corrupted blood 
caused it, and the suggestion at ouce is inevita- 
ble, if corrupted blood in its course through the 
body found a gland weakened by disease, as the 
salivary gland wap by the rebellion of the stom- 
ach, and having found, attacked, and in- 
Hamed it, may not the same corruption 
have caused the other complications?

But to scatter was to gain time, and in time 
the stomach might have taken nourishment 
enough to strengthen the patient, so that 
later suppuration could be endured, and 
therefore the inflammation, if it be 
possible, will be scattered. Such are the compli- 
cations that are attacking that weakened, ema- 
ciated body. There, too, is the bullet and the 
twelve inches of raw flesh along the track of the 
wound. We have a bulletin this noon an hour

THE DEEKPER TRACK OF THE WOUND. 

The old pus depot near the rib bad granulated. 
Pressure on the abdomen forced more pus 
through. Burrowing its way here and there, as 
the tendrils of a vine penetrate the 
bardest wall, this pus will find, its 
way all over the body. The bulletin 
says that the separation of a slough permitted 
the flexible tube to pass through this place 
whence the pus was discovered oozing, and that 
then the tube went forward and downward for 
twelve and a half inches. Separation of a 
slough means simply that the tube was pushed 
by force through a pus depot that has been 
there undiscovered, no one knows how long; that 
separation was a vital neeessity, and the tube 
was put through the wall.

They did regard it as dangerous, because here- 
tofore they have not dared put the tube farther 
than it would go without the use of force.

drainage tube has been used in the wound. At 
the morning and evening dressings, however, a 
small flexible rubber tube about a quarter of an 
inch in diameter was introduced, and a weak 
solution of carboiic acid and water forced 
through it to cleanse the wound and bring out 
the accumulated pus. Up to yesterday morn- 
ing the surgeons had been unab.e to pass the 
tube beyond a point distant three and a half or 
four inches from tne mouth of the last incision.

THE DEPTHS OF THE WOUND HAD HEALED, 
or at least the track of the ball had healed ata 
point‘whefe the rubber catheter was stopped. A 
few days since, however. it was noticed that the 
quantity of pus discharged by the wound atone 
of the reguiar dressings was greater than tho 
quantity of water which the wound would hold 
after the pus had been removed. This clearly 
vindicated one of the two things—viz.: either 
that the pus, which was in excess of the appar- 
ent capacity of the wound, came from a coa- 
cealed and unsuspected cavity, or that the 
surgeons were mistaken in supposing the depths 
of the wound to have bealed.

THE TREATMENT OF DR. BLISS. 

Long after it had became apparent to those 
about his bedside that the man was dying, Dr. 
Bliss held out to the country that there were 
chances for his. recovery, and encouraged such 
hopes. President Hayes and Gen. Ben Butler 
visited Senator Morton at Richmond, and left 
convinced that he was dying. But Dr. Bliss still 
held. out delusive hopes. Remembering this 
fact, people bere have little confidence in 
the ‘vague expreasions of hope put by him re- 
gurding the Presidect. 

A still more sertous cause for the distrust of 
Dr. Bliss in this community is his free use of 
morphia. Several weeks agoa prominent citi- 
zen, who watched by the bedside of Senator 
Morton, after reading of the administering of 
morpbia to the President, said: “Dr. Bliss is 
commencing the same treatment that be pureued 
with Morton, and he will poiscn the President 
with morphia.“ 

THIS FOREBODING 


is justified in some measure by the late change 
in the President's condition. It is well known 
that morphia will nauseate a well man, and soon 
after the President was shot a slight nausea was 
attributed to the morphia which had been ad- 
ministered. Dr. Bliss said night before last that 
this nausea had no connection with his wound. 
What, then, bas destroyed his stomach? Those 
who remember that, for some time previous to 
his death, Senator Morton had to be supported 


by enemata, as is now the case with the Presi- 


dent, think now that the morphia is the cause in 
both cases. 

Although the chances of life are now slight, 
perhaps if the President’s stomach were allowed 
to recuperate from the morphia he might be 
able to take sufficient nourishment to sustain 
life. It is because many of citizens know Dr. 
Bliss and distcust him, and see that he is repeat- 
ing the treatment given Senator Morton, that 
they réad with despondency the reports from 
Washington.

THE SIOUX AND PONCAS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 20.—The docu- 
ment of the transfer of land from the Sioux 
Indians to the Poncas was signed to-day by 
the Indians and the Secretary of the Interior 
and Commissioner of Indian Affairs. Buf- 
falo Ghost, Wizzard, and White Ghost, of 
the Yafiktonias Sioux, retused to sign, saying 
they had been deceived too often signing papers. 
They said they would conéult their people, and 
sign if they are willing. The agreement cedes 
one seetion of 640 acres to each Ponca family 
and each unmarried male of the tribe over 21 
years old, but must be ratified by Congress and 
by three-fourths of the Sioux Indians. It was 
agreed that Little Chief and his Cheyennes 
go back from the Indian Territor 
to the White River country this fall. 
Secreta Kirkwood told Little-Chief that, as 
the supplies for him and his le. had been 
contracted for to be delivered in Indian Terri- 
tory, he would have to wait until next summer 
to return North, unless he could arrange to 
transfer the supplies North. Littie-Chief replied 
that if the Department would consent tw re- 
moval this fall, he and his people would get 
along without the supplies, as they have some 
money, and the Sioux would help them. This 
was submitted to Red-Cioud, and he said let 
Little-Chiet and his band go to the Red-Cloud 
Agency and the Sioux would help support them 
until spring. Secretary Kirkwood said the De- 
partment would try to transfer the supplies to

Hundreds of Train-Men on the 


Eastern Roads Quitting 
: Work. 


A Strike of All the Railroad Em- 


ployes in the Country 
Feared. 


The Men Claim that They Can Hold 


Out for Six Months. 


Departure of a Surveying Party for the 
. Northern Pacific in Oregon, 


A Chicago Architect’s Plans for a Union

THE EASTERN STRIKE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
OLEAN, N. Y., Aug. 20.—For some time 
past it has been whispered in railroad circles 
that the train hands, engineers, firemen, 
brakemen, and other employés running trains 
of prominent railroads through the country 
would inaugurate a general strike for a re- 


turn to wages paid previous to 1877, which’ 


would, it is said, increase the present rates 
of compensation between 10 and 15 per cent, 


the difference in percentage being rated ac- 


cording to the department the operative is 
employed in, and the character and extent of 
his labor. The organizers of the move- 
ment are the chieftains of the Trainmen’s 
Union, Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, and Railroad Firemen’s Association,— 
three of the most powerful trade’-union or- 
ganizations in the country. It has been as- 
serted several times that arrangements have 
been completed for the inauguration of a 
contest between the operatives and the rail- 
road corporations, and the hands operating 
nearly all the leading lines of railroad were 
to go out as soon as the signal should be 
given. It was originally designed that the 
strike should be inaugurated the Ist of the 
current month, but by some hitch in the ar- 
rangements of the leaders of the striking 
movement, and by the announcement that 
the Pennsylvania, the New York Central, the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, and a few 
other comparries of lesser prominence would 
voluntarily raise their employés’ pay, the 
program first arranged was changed, and 
then the intelligence was flashed through 
the country that. the date of the great labor 
uprising wanld be the 22d of this month un- 
less otherwise ordered. While the conspira- 
tors are perfecting their plans for starting 
the strike, other labor agitators are visiting 
railroad centres for the purpose of sowing 
the seeds of discord and dissension, urging 
organization and hastening the conflict be- 
tween labor and capital by this means. 
Several local strikes have been commenced.. 
Desiring to obtain some definit news 
as to the date of the contemplated 
strike, your correspondent interviewed the 
conducto: and engineer of a train standing at 
the Erie depot. Botb the conductor and engine- 
driver admitted, in reply to the question as to 
the prospects of a strikeand theircondition with 
the Trainmen's Union and Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, that they were members of 
the associations mentioned; but, when interro- 


gated as to their knowledge of the anticipated 


labor upheaval, the arrangements perfected, 
and date of opening bostilities, they wisely 


shook their heads, winked at each other, and as- 


serted that they did not_know any more about 
the matter than what had already been re- 
ported in the papers, and had no 
news whatever to impart. The engineer, a 
splendid specimen of our muscular, intelligent, 
brave, and practical workingmen, after the 


conductor had departed to attend to his duties, 


stated that he believed meeting of the discon- 
tented and grumbling trainmen had been held 
at towns on many divisions of the line, but he 
was not informed as to the result of the delib- 
erations, and, even if he knew the character of 
the proceedings, his allegiance to bis Brother- 
bood and affiliation with other railroad organ- 
izations forbade his divuiging any secrets. Just 
at this juncture the conductor signaied with his 
lantern for the train to start. The engineer 
got down from his seatin the cab, opened the 
throttle valve, and the long and heavily-loaded 
freight train pulled out on its career westward. 
There is but littie change to note to-day in the 
conflict between switchmen and track opera- 
tives and railroadcompanies. Theofficialsof the 
several striking lines of the New York, Lake 
Erie & Western, and New York, Pennsylvania 
& Ohio are still working industriousiy to get 
blockaded trains moving eastward and west- 
ward, and, while they are working very short- 
handed, they are getting considerabie freight 
out of the yards. The greatest difficuity 
in moving trains is experienced at points 
where mischievous maicontents have taken 
coupling pins from the cars. The announce- 
ment of Superintendent Cabie that the men now 
striking are no longer employés of the New 
York, Lake Erie & Western Railroad Company 
bas created much excitement. This is particu- 
larly the case where the men have long been 
connected with the corporation and who own 
homes at points on the Western Division of the 
road. This official proclamation has likewise on- 
gendered a fierce spirit of indignation and retal- 
lation on the part of the malcontents, and it is 
apprebended troubles of a serious nature may 
yet arise. The trains now running are being 
operated by green hands. The railroad officers 
suy these new empioyés can become sufficient! 
ooled in the different departments of wor 
they have been assigned to perform their duties 
completely within a few weeks. One of strikers 
states that, owing to the peculiarities of the 
road and the labor on this division, it would be 
extremely difficuit for pew crews ot freight 
truinmen to operate the trains properly under 
not less than several months, and then they 
would have to be instructed by old and exper- 
ienced runners on the line. The detention 
to freight transportauon is very noticea- 
bie at all points, long trains loaded witn 
valuable merchandise, grain, cattle. and other 
freight obstructing the tracks at Olean, Horneils- 
ville, Dunkirk, Cuba, Wellsville, Friendship, 
this place, and many others on the Western 
Division.

CINCINNATI?S UNION DEPOT. 

A few weeks ago mention was made in 
Tue TRIBUNE that the Big Four” Railroad 
having its headquarters in Cincinnati was 
about toerect in thatcity a magnificent Union 


depot on the corner of Third street and Cen- 


tralavenue. To get just what was wanted 


and what would contain all the modern 


improvements for the accommodation of the 
traveling public, and all the latest inventions 
for the speedy making up and discharging 


| of trains, the Cincinnati Company came 


to Chcago, and, after looking over the 
big Union depots here, concluded that 
a Chicago architect could only fill the 
bil. W. W. Boyington was retained. A 
few days ago he completed the plans, which 
have been accepted by the Company, and — 


that now stands in the way of an immediate 


ginning of the work is the dilatoriness of the 
Cincinnati authorities in vacating a street and a 
couple of alleys. 

The depot in its entirety will cover a block of 
ground measuring 24 by 490 feet, will cover ten 
tracks, and afford passenger accommodations 
forfour or five railroads. On the corner of 
Third street and Central avenue the most strik- 
ing portion of the depot is to be ereeted—a five- 
story structure, eighty by ninety feet, sur- 
mounted by a clock-tower twenty-four feet 
square and 200 feet high to the bottom of 
the flagstaff. Near its apex will be fitted up a 
handsome platform surrounding the four sides, 
which in fine weather can as an observ- 
atory, and doubtless on pleasant summer after-

The second and third stories wil! util- 
ized as otlices. Immediately to the rear of the 
passenger-room, and fronting on Third street, is 
the baggage-room, 175 by 0 feet. The first 
floor will be devoted to the reception of out- 
baggage. The second story will be used as 
offices by the baggage-master and his clerks, 
and in the third-story will be placed all un- 
claimed baggage. On the Central avenue front. 
immediately south of the main structure, is the 
grand entrance to the depot. Passing through 
this tne visitor sees a carriage ‘and omnibus 
stand 75 — 100, covered with an iron roof, 
Immediately ind this are the platforms and 
ten tracks, covered with an iron truss roof for 
a distance of nearly 600 feet. To the south of 
the carriage-stand is the in- room. 
three stories high and 100 by 22 feet. 3 

In general appearance the Cincinnati depot 
resembies that recently erected by the North- 
western Railroad at the Wells street bri 
style of architecture is a bappy combination 
of the Queen Anne and Eastiake. The walls 
will be built of red pressed brick, with trim- 
ming ot cut stone and gray granit and terra- 
cotta ornaments. The roofs, except that over 
the tracks, will be of the mansard pattern, made 
as near fire-proof as possible. The interior Will 
be finished in hardwood, and the floors of the 
waiting-rooms and hallways will be laid in tiles. 
The estimated cost of the building is $450,000.

THE WILD SPECULATION IN GRAIN. 

There has been extraordinary speculation 
durjng the past few weeks in the grain mar- 
kets everywhere, but especially in Chicago. 
Prices have been run up at a rate almost un- 
precedented in rapidity. Wheat and corn 
have been the leading features in the trad- 
ing, but the craze has extended to nearly all 
kinds of breadstuffs and produce. The ex- 
perience of the past points to an early and 
heavy break. It was just about this date of 


— 


the month nine years ago that what was 


known as the Lyon corner in wheat gave 
way. The break in wheat for delivery in 
August was more than 40 cents, and the de- 
cline in price of wheat for delivery the next 
month (September) was about 12 cents per 
bushel, within two days. 
of Aug. 19 of that year there was a decline 
of 22 cents. The highest price touched by 
wheat. at that time was about $1.57 
per bushel, but gold was then worth about 
115; the present price of August wheat is 
about $1.35 per bushel on a gold basis, or 
very nearly as high as it Was at the period to 
which we refer after allowing for a depre- 
ciated currency. The experience of that 
time is certainly a fair indication of what 
may happen, and a heavy break in the mar- 
ket is undoubtedly anticipated by the pro- 
fessional operators and brokers. If it be 
true that the “Cincinnati cique” have un- 
loaded the bulk of their wheat by selling for 
September delivery (and the fact that such a 
course would give them a handsome profit in 
their deal is a reason for believing that they 
have done so), then the persons engaged in 
that deal will not be so much interested in 
warding off the anticipated break, and will 


to avert it. 

If such a decline in the market as is an- 
ticipated shall come about within the next 
few days a universal how! will go up against 
Chfcago and against the Board of Trade. That 
has also been the experience of the past. The 
fleeced lambs will bleat pitifully, and the 
whole transaction will be denounced as a 
fraud and a swindle. The fact will be, nev- 
ertheless, that Chicago and the Board of 
Trade will be entirely innocent of all re- 
sponsibility for the disaster, and that the 
people who may lose their money can prop- 
erly blame nobody but themselves. It may 
be admitted that there is merit in high prices 
for grain in view of the short crops of both 
wheat and corn; but the extent of the for- 
eign demand is still an unknown quantity, 
and no condition short of an expected fam- 
ine would warrant the insane rush for grain 
which has pushed up prices for present 
and future delivery at so _ precipitate 
a rate. Neither the “Cincinnati clique” 
nor any other combination of operators 
could have manipulated the market in this 
fashion by themselves. What is known in 
Board-of-Trade slang as the country,“ 
which means the outsiders living in Chicago 
and elsewhere, has been buying the stuff ever 
since it reached a figure sufficiently high to 
attract general attention. When the out- 
siders rush to buy the markets go up; when 
they wish to sell the markets go down. 
But the old doctrine of facilis descensus, 
etc., applies to the Board of Trade operations 
as well as to Hades. The downward rush is 
always more formidable and perilous than 
the upward rush. The lambs scramble to 
get ahead in the effort to sell, and trample 
each other underfoot in the ensuing con- 
fusion. In a period of excitement there are 
always a great many limited orders, 
orders to buy at a certain figure which seems 
low, and to sell at a certain figure 
which seems high.- Brokers buy and 
sell for a commission, When a num- 
ber of their customers unload, which 


may be depended upon at notable signs

Wheat and corn may ‘ultimately prove to be 
worth the prices now fixed for future deliv- 
ery ; but that possibility does not exclude the 
chances of a panicky break in the meantime 
consequent upon a nearly common impulse 
among those who have bought to realize im- 
mediate profit on their speculative invest- 
ments. . 

Tur Trreune has no desire to influence 
anybody either to buy or to sell; and, in- 
deed, speculators are not often governed by 
the reason of things. But it is well enough 
to look ahead to a revulsion which is cer- 
tainly not uncommon under conditions like 
the present, and to anticipate the how! that 
will be set-up in case it shallcome. In this 
way the responsibility for such a disaster 
may be coolly fixed where it properly be- 
ngs. The amateur speculators who rush 
in on small capital to make big profits by 
simply betting on the future can blame no- 
body but themselves if they get wiped ont 
by piling up investments upon investments, 
bets upon bets, until the market becomes 
topheavy and tumbles over. 


FUTURE BRITISH REFORMS. 

The British Government has just passed 
through an agitation which resulted in ma- 
terlally changing the old feudal land system 
in Lreland,—a system which has resisted and 
defied the progress which long since re- 
formed the same system in France, in Ger- 
many. in Austria, Holland, Belgium, Scan- 
dinavia, and even in Spain. It was a great 
moral as well as economical victory for Lib- 
erty, all the more remarkable because the 
English people have never been moved by 
any particular affection for the Irish. 

The fact that this great boon was extorted 
from the landed monopoly of England is an 
indication that English conservatism, or the 
standstill policy, is no longer able to resist 
the radical or progressive demands of the age, 
and that one after another of a series of re- 
form measures may be expected to agitate 
the public mind of England, and that event- 
ually they will be adopted. Fortunately for 
the Liberal party in that country, they have 
at the head of the Government therea man 


may demand. Mr. Gladstone, 
now years of age, and the severe de- 
mands on his *rength and health during the 
last few years mu not permit nim to push 
these reforms to @ successful accomplish- 
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try several measures of reform may be con- 
sidered as certain to be proposed, and as cer- 
tain to be carried, by the force aad power of 
the illustrious Minister.

There is no proceeding known in the En- 
glish Parliament as the arrest of debate by a 
vote demanding the previous question. The 
minority at present may by dilatory motions 
and interminable debate prevent the House 
of Commons ever coming to a vote on the 
passage of a bill. In a House of over 600 
members itis possible fora minority to ex- 
haust the time of a session, and suspend all 
legislation, and prevent a vote. A modifica- 
tion of the American “previous question“ 
whereby the House may be brought to a 
vote has become a necessity in the English 
Parliament, especially if any enlargement of 
the Constitution by reform legislation is to 
be had. 


the Parliamentary districts, a reapportion- 
ment of representatives, and the abolition 
of the rotton boroughs. The last reform in 
English representation was in 1832, nearly 
fifty years ago, but the representation at this 
time is most extraordinary. Here are some 
of the inconsistencies: There are forty- 
three boroughs, with a population less than 
7,000 each, and with only 31,672 voters com- 
bined, which elect forty-three members of 
Parliament, while the City of Sheffield, with 
a population equal to all the forty-three bor- 
oughs, has only two members in Parliament. 
Thirty-three other boroughs have 278,020 
population and thirty-three members, while 
seventeen cities, with a population of 2,304,- 
889, have exactly the same representation. 
There are 191 boroughs, having a population 
of 3,491,929, who have 246 members of Par- 
liament, while \_ sigfy other boroughs, 
with a population of 9,500,000, have 


only 114 members. In the distribution of 


county representation the same gross injus- 
tice is shown. Thus, 102 counties and divis- 
ions, with a population of 7,896,2°7, have 164 
members, while fifty-seven other counties, 
with 10,582,000 population, have only 119 
members, or, aggregating counties and bor- 
oughs, there are:

It is needftss to say that such a system of 
apportionment needs a radical revision. A 
third measure of reform, intimately con- 
nected with the one last mentioned, is a 
further revision of the suffrage, and either 
the adoption of manhood suffrage or an ex- 
tension of a more liberal qualification to all 
the voters of the Kingdom alike. An en- 
largement of the suffrage upon a uniform 
basis will necessarily follow the reform in 
the representation. 

A much-needed reform demanded by the 
people of the counties is a change from the 
Grand Jury government, as in Ireland, to the 
Board of Magistrates, as in England: or a 
more radical change from these to County 
Commissioners or local Legislatures, as in 
this country, Canada, and Australia. 

Among the measures now pressed upon 
public attention by the more radical part of 
the people of the Kingdom is one looking to 
the substantial abolition of the rule of pri- 
mogeniture and entail, and a simplification 
and cheapering of the processes for the sale 
and transfer of land. This will become a 
matter of practical necessity in Ireland, 
where, by the Land bill just passed, there is 
astrong inducement held out to landlords 
to sell and to tenants to purchase the lands. 
At present under the ‘English law the cost 
makes a transfer of land a most oppressive 
proceeding. In the absence of any registra- 
tion of tities the purchase of land requires a 
legal investigation of the most thorough 
character, the mortgages, liens, settlements, 
and other charges upon the property being 
secret, and not a matter of. record. 
This will fequire an enforced reo- 
ord, which is precisely what the 
landowners do not want, as it will expose to 
the public eye the actual condition of estates 
which are now only suspected of being large- 
ly embarrassed by these settlements. Such 
a record, however, will destroy one great 
source of income to a class of lawyers, and 
reduce the cost of the transfer of real estate 
to acomparatively nominal sum. ‘This re- 
form will become more imperative as part of 
the other and kindred measure, which can- 
not long be delayed, and that is a bill extend- 
ing to England and Scotland the reforms in 
the land tenure recently enacted for keland.

Should Mr. Glad- 
stone have good health and strength he will 
manage the reform on behalf of the people 
without any doubt of its success, But with- 
out him it may require time to develop the 
statesman and the leader who will be able to 
supply his place either in point of ability or 
in public confidence.

1 do 
not believe in the power of 
the Land League to maintain a general 
strike against rents. People seem to sup- 
pose that the League can prevent any one 
from taking a farm from which a tenaut has 
been removed, but land hunger in Ireland is 
too strong for that. Moreover, the landlords 
are betcer organized than they were. You 
may see that from the proceedings of the 
Emergency Committee, whose agents attend 
every sale and see that the property is not 
ruthlesly sacrificed. At the outset.of the 
agrarian troubles the landlords let things 
take their course, and did not attempt any 
combined action.

If the 
struggle continues, some landlords will be 
ruined, many impoverished, and all hit 
hard.

It would simply 
have punished a man because he happened 
to have taken a lease. I was for making the 
bill as liberal as possible, in the hope that it 
would offer an acceptable solution of the 
problem.” 

„% Would it not have been well if something 
could have been done for the revival of man-

“T always thought so. Instead of throw- 
ing away money in quixotic attempts to re- 
claim irreclaimable bogs and rob the sea of 
its domain, I have urged the Government to 
encourage Irish industries.

As the artificial agitation against the law for 
Papal guarantees continues, the Govern- 
ment deems it expedient to make a frank 
statement of views to dissipate illusions and 
uncertainty. The Government respects the 
right of public meeting and petition, but 
considers it has the right to inter- 
fere with meetings which degenerate 
into iilegal proceedings and jeopardize 
public order and international relations. The 
Government is firmly resolved to fully and 
effectively protect the Pope’s security and 
the independence of his spiritual sovereign- 
ty, while at the same time resisting all en- 
croachments on the unity and sovereignty of 
the nation.

FIRE RECORD. 


AT IRVINE, KY. 

RicuHMonND, Ky., Aug. 20.—A fire broke out 
at 9:30 o’clock last night in Irvine, the coun- 
fy seat of Estill County, and destroyed all 
the business portion of the plaee, except 
three stores on the opposit side of the street. 
The Irvine Hotel, Shepherd House, Keler’s 
livery stable, the Shepherd Hotel livery 
stable, Powell's drug-sture, Conroy's ware- 
rooms, store-house, and dwelling, Bergman's 
dry-goods and grocery store, Buttermore’s gro- 
cer v and tin-snop, and Friend's dry-goods store 
are all a total loss. The fire was evidently the 
work of an incendiary, as there had been no fire 
in the wareroom where the fire broke out for 
three vears. The loss is estimated at $60,000 or

AT BROCKPORT, N. Y. 

RocuesTerR, N. T., Aug. 2.—A fire at 
Brockport, in this county (Monroe), de- 
stroyed the stables of Stanley & Cornes, 
butchers and ice-dealers, together with four 
fine horses, a number of wagonsand barness, 
and a large quantity of hay and oats. Near the 
stables were the warehouses of Beiden & Harri- 
son and Raymond & Co., containing 10,000 pounds 
of wool .

ART IN CHICAGO. 


The Measure of Success Attained by 
the Lydian Gallery—Some New and 
Iuteresting Pictures. 

The Lydian Art Gallery was opened a little 
less than three months ago, with many good 
wishes from its friends, who recognized the 
important place it was destined to fill in the 
present state of art, or rather want of art op- 
portunities, in Chicago. It was a bold ex- 
periment to depend for financial success 
upon a public altogether unaccustomed to 
the habit of frequenting a permanent gallery, 
—of studying, becoming acquainted with, 
ahd occasionally buying good pictures. But 
the result has justified the experiment, and 
people are beginning to find out that an hour 
ortwocan be passed very profitably and 
pleasantiy with this excellent collection, 
which, although not altogether what one 
could wish fora city of this size, contains 
nevertheless some fine examples of work by 
artists of acknowledged merit. Unquestion- 
ably, if the patrons of art work are keenly 
critical, appreciative, and generous, pro- 


ducers will rise to supply the public de- 
mand, for few artists are so unworidly 
as to — those most potent of all influences, 
fame and fortune. It is unnecessary to give the 
entire list of pictures sold from this gallery dur- 
ing the dull summer months, when people gen- 
erally are out of town, but it has been quite 
satisfactory to the management, the prices paid 
ranging all the way from $150 up to $1,000, the 
latter being the amount received for the much- 
admired *“ Alnone,”’ by H. A. Loop. -The places 
made vacant by the sale of eighteen or twenty 
canvases have been filled by others of interest, 
and somewhat later it is contemplated to show a 
fine collection of water-colors. Although no 
Chicago artists are at present represented in 
this gallery, they cannot but have the kindliest 
feelings towards the management, which has 
aided them so liberally in the t, and which 
now cordially extends to all of them the freedom 
of its rooms. Among the new pictures hung lust 
week is one just to the left, entering the main 
gallery, „ A. Mitebell, numbered 95 
on the catalog, and entitled Lost.“ It is a win- 
ter scene, and shows ao oven glade through the 
woods. The setting sun giowing behind the 
biack shadows of the trees produces a Part ead bit 
Of sky. Footprints in the snow lead through 
the opening down to the fureground, where two 
very small children tell their own story. They 
are lost. A little boy comes first, evidently very 
anxious and alarmed at the strange situation, 
but the brave little tellow has taken off uis cout 
and wrapped it around his littie sister, who is 
clinging behind him, her baby face full of ter- 
ror. The principal merit of the picture is in the 
figures of the children, whose faces and pose ex- 
ress admirably the fear and trust of one, the 
right and manliness of the other. The trees 
are fairly painted, but the snow has a solid, 
pasty look, as though it had been poured over 
the hillside instead of floating quietly down 
after the manner common to nature. The same 
artist exhibited at the last Academy exhi- 
bition in New York two high-priced 
and highly-approved pictures, entitied 
“A Politica arriage and also A Sunday 
Morning in Normandy.“ A large picture, ** Cat - 
tle and Landscape,” by Johannes Oertel. 
contains a spirited group ot Roman 
cattle on one marshes of the 
Campagna. The are well drawn, 
one in the foreground standing knee-deep in 
the soft mire. On the opposit wall from this 
picture hangs another by G. Hepper, entitled 
“ Twa Dogs.“ and showing two shepherd dogs 
lying in the broad sunlight on a Seottish moor. 
oa lover of animals thisis a most interesting 
picture, so soft and tenderly painted that it 
seems meilowed by time, and you fancy it must 
be 100 instead of twelve Fears old. The wisdom 
and sagaciousness of. dogs is well depicted, 
and the work upon them is admirable. “A 
Game. at Cards.“ by Culverhouse, is a candie- 
light effect painted in the Dutch school. “Three 
men are seated at atable engaged in a game of 
cards, while a maid bri in foaming lasses of 
beer. The miniature faces of ali are most 
expressive and depict the intense interest felt 
inthe game. “Among the Breakers.“ by S. G, 
W. Benjamin, the well-known artist and art 
writer, is a large marine, showing a vessel tem- 
pest-tossed, and apparently at the mercy of the 
cruel curling waves that dash about it. While 
no doubt a truthful picture and well treated, it 
is the ordinary und commonplace view we 80 
often see, with green water und white caps, and 
suffers from its close proximity to the mysteri- 
ous and beautiful marine by Rehn. which has 
death in its depths and life and motion in its 
waves. “A Subject for Thanksgiving,” vy J. W. 
Ehninger, was evidently suggested by the paint- 
ing of a Turkey Snoot by the same artist. A 
jolly darky has just returned from the turkey 
shoot, where he has apparently had good suc- 
cess, as he now holds up with great gice 
the material for bis Thanksgiving dinner 
in the shape of a prize gobbler. The 
characteristic features of the colored inndivid- 
nal, his patched cloths, a red mitten on one hand, 
a blue one on the other, his whole incongruous at- 
tire, are sharply sketched. A panel ot roses 
by George C. Lambdin is a most daring and et- 
fective arrangement of the red, white, and pink 
roses, with their accompanying. green leaves 
carelesly grouped in a tall, delicate vase against 
an olive- n background. The folds of the 
green curtain can hardly be expected to form 
much contrast to leaves of nearly the same hue, 
but so carefully are the light leaves thrown upon 
the darker ones, and the darker massed against 
the curtain, that while one inagantly feels the 
harmony, he does not so quickly recognize the 
skill which produces this effect. The artistisa 
son of the Lambdin whose roses have been 80 
much admired and copied in all the art 
classes of the city.

A RARE OLD PAINTING. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
CnicaGco, Aug. 20.—There is now on free ex- 
hibition at the office of W. M. Hoyt & Co., No. 5 
River street. a rare old Flemish paintmg by 
Jan Peter Bredael, one of the famous old mas- 
ters who flourished at Antwerp about 1650. This 
would make the picture above mentioned not 
far from 200 years old. To those who appreciate 
and care for works of this character this paint- 
ing must be of great interest, and be of consid- 
erable value.

THE CHAMPIONSHIP. 

The effect of the past week’s play has been 
to so confirm Chicago’s grip upon the League 
championship that there now remains scarce- 
ly any room for doubt as to the result so far as 
regards first place, Chicago has won forty-one 
games, lot twenty, and has twenty-three yet 
to play; and is nine games ahead of Buffalo, 
which has won thirty-two, lost twenty-seven, 
and has twenty-five yet to play. Granted, 
for the sake of argument, that Chicago will 
win but twelve out of the remaining 
twenty-three games,—though its natural 
proportion would be sixteen,—this 
would bring its total of games won to fifty- 
three. To reach this figure in games won Buf- 
falo must win twenty-one out of the twenty- 
five yet to play, which is far beyond Buffalo's 
natural proportion, and may be reasonably set 
down as out of the question. Detroit, by the 
same rule of reckoning, would have to win 
twenty-two out of its remaining twenty-three 
games in order to tie Chicago,—a result outside 
the bounds of the possibilities. So that it may 
be set down as definitly settled that Chicago 
will win the championship, and the 
only thing left to speculate on is the 
standing of the other seven clubs. The 
probabilities as to second piace would seem to 
be in favor of Buffalo, which has the largest | 
number of games to play. though Detroit has 
still a fair chance, and both Boston and Provi- 
denée are so close—only three games behind 
Buffalo, and two behind Detroit—that either 
may secure the coveted honor. Then again 
Cleveland is but four games in the rear of Bur- 
faio, and should make a formidable fight for 
second place. This week ought to im- 
prove Cleveland's standing. for it stands 
a fair chance to beat Buffalo. in 
both the remaining games at home, 
while Detroit will be lucky to get a single game 
in Chicago, and Providence and Boston. have 
their hands full with Troy and Worcester. It is 
obvious, therefore, that the struggle for second 
place is far from decided as yet, and the battle 
will be full of interest to the very end. At the 
oe of last week’s play the situation was as

Readily surmising that Mr. Evans had been 
imposed upon by a bogus telegram, Mr. Hulbert 
at once wired a reply to that effect, and soon re- 
ceived the following, dated Cleveland: 

“Telegram received 4 o'clock, signed W. A. 
Hulbert, sent trom Chicago oifice. Telegraph 
Company investigating it. See if you can ud 
the forger. Will write to-night. J. F. EVANs.” 

The investigation promptly set on foot by the 
telegraph people revealed the fact that a tele- 
gram, in substance as follows, and written with 
ink in a hand whoily unlike that of Mr. Hulbert, 
had been filed in the Chicago office of the West- 
ern Union, and addressed to J. Evans, 
President of the Cleveland Club: 

„Betting here is two to one on Buffalo. If 
there is anything wrong wire me at once.” 

TBis dispatch was signed W. A. Huiber,” the 
sender very shrewdly leaving off tne final t“ in 
Mr. Hulbert’s name, but putting on in its place 
a sort of crooked flourish, and thereby taking no 
risk of a prosecution for forgery. He rightly 
calculated that Mr. Evans would overlook the 
omission of the little tinal letter, and very likely 
his only object was to bring an influence to bear 
that would tend to make the Clevelands all the 
more anxious to beat the Buffalos, if only to 
show that there was “nothing wrong.“ his 
supposition is strengthened by the fact that the 
betting in Chic was not “two to one on Buf- 
falo,“ as stated ia the bogus telegram, but $10 to 
$8 on Cleveland, as is shown by the books at 
Riley’s pool- room; and there was not to exceed 
$300 all told bet here on the game in Cleveland. 
It was a very sharp dodge, which worked for all

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A FATAL OVERDOSE. 


Death of R. G. Scarborough from Too 
Much Laudanum. 

A very sad case of accidental death oc- 
curred at No. 8 Eldridge court yesterday 
morning. Friday evening Mr. R. G. Scar- 
borough, a promising young lawyer of this 
city, took a dose of laudanum to relieve his 
nervousness, he having been in the habit of 
taking the drug for some time. The dose 
was taken in the presence of his wife, who 
suspected nothing wrong, although she ob- 
jected to the use of the laudanum, and threw 
the bottle out of the window. About3o’clock 
yesterday morning Mrs. Scarborough was 
awakened by the heavy breathing of her 
husband. Dr. E. H. Taylor was called in, and 
endeavored to recall life until 10 o'clock, when 
the uufortunate young man died. It was found 
that be had taken between two and three ounces 
of laudanum, suflicient to kill two men. Young 
Scarboroughb—he was only 24—came from Cin- 
cinnati, where his family are well kuown and 
respected. They live ou Walnut Hill, and are 
among the wealthiest people of the city. 
Robert G. Scarborough, the deceased, was 
partially at Yale College, in the 
77, Although he left there in his 
sophomore year and went to Amherst 
to finish his education. So far as 1s known he 
bad no especially bad habits, and it is under- 
st that he lived happily with Mrs. scar- 
borough. The marriage certificate shows that 
the young people were married at Milwaukee, 
June 28, 1881. The complaint of young Scar- 
borough was such that he was obliged to seek 
relief in narcotics and he became accus- 
tomed to their constant use. An inquest 
was held during the afternoon. Mrs. sScar- 
‘borough testified to the facts as already 
reluted, and stated that the relations between 
her and ber husband were of the most cordial 
kind. Her husband, she said, never drank to 
excess, and she had no suspicion of fatal results 
when the dose was taken. The jury, in view of 
the facts elicited, rendered a verdict of acci- 
dental death from an overdose of laudanum. 
The parents of the deceased were notified by 
telegraph, and the remains will be removed to 
Cincinnati.

@ERE HYACINTHE’S TRIBUTE TO HIS MEM- 
ORY. 

M. Scherer, the distinguished French critic, 
sent to the Temps, the leading evening paper 
of Paris, shortly after the death of Dean 
Stanley, an interesting. little monograph of 
the eminent English divine, furnished by 
Father Hyacinthe. This energetic priest, 
whohas hadto suffer so much from the 
malevolent criticism of those who regard him 
as an apostate, found, in the noble encour- 
agement of the late Dean, great comfort 
when he most needed it, and he speaks of it 


in his little memoir with eloquent and al- 


most pathetic gratitude. He says: “If it 
were only that the recent and almost sudden 
death of the eminent Dean of Westminster 
touched me personally, I wouid not speak of 
it; but Catholic reform had no more illus- 
trious and devoted friend, and it would 
be notable ,ingratitude on my part to 
allow such a man to -disappear with- 
out rendering to him the homage that 
we all owe. It is not my duty to indulge in an 
eulogy on the writer.

NEW ENGLAND PURITANISM 
ITS CRUSHING FORCE IN THE OLD COLONIAL 
DAYS. 

From Charles Eliot Norton's Address at Hingham. 

The system of theology then generally ac- 


| cepted was one of the most complete and 


elaborate bodies of doctrine that has ever 
been devised by the mgenuity of subtle and 
vigorous thinkers in the attempt to frame a 
creed that should account for the existence 
of the universe, the nature of the Creator, 
and the destiny of man. Based upon the as- 
sumption of the absolute authority of the 
Scriptures of the Old not less than of the 
New Testament as the Word of God, and 
their eompiete sufficiency asa theory of the 
universe and a guide to conduct, the creed 


attempted to embody the doctrines es- 
sential to salvation in a series of 
mutually dependent, logical proposi- 


tions. In its practical application to life 


it was probably the most artificial ana the most 
oppressive creed that has ever exercised a last- 
ing influence upon a civilized Christian com- 
munity.

The British Museum has purchased a collec- 
tion of Biblical and other Oriental manuscripts, 
which are of the utmost importance to the crit- 
icism and exegesis of the Vid Testament. The 
collection, which was made in South Arabia, 
consists of forty manuscripts. Fifteen of these 
are portions of the Hebrew Scriptures, and two 
are probably the oldest which have as yet come 
to light of the Old Testament Scriptures. A 
third, which contains the Haglographa, exhibits 
a recension of the Hebrew text, other two 
portions of which are alre in the Museum, 
thus completing the whole Hebrew Bible. Sev- 
eral of these manuscripts have the Arabic 
translation of Suadiah, in alternate verses with 
the Hebrew, while others have the superliniary. 
or Assyrian, vowel-points, which till compar- 
atively recent times were unknown. The re- 
maining twenty-five manuscripts are Mid- 
rashim, or bomiletic commentaries and litur- 
‘vies, which are more or less unknown. Dr.

Night Concerts. 


A Review of the Programs 
and Season’s Work. 


Summary of the Musical Season 
of 1880-’81. 


The Emma Abbott Opera Troupe 
and Its Next Season.

The series of summer-night concerts at 
the Exposition Building has closed. They 
commenced July 11, and have numbered 
forty-two in all, divided as follows: Five 
composers’ nights (Beetnoven, Mendelssohn, 
Mozart, Wagner, and Schubert), five sym- 
phony nights, five request nights, and 
twenty-seven which may be classed as popu- 
lar nights.

Stocks Dull, Money Active, and 
Prices Lower. 


Prospects of the Money Market—The 
Crops and the Railroads. 


The Produce Markets Less Active, and Most of Them 
Lower—The Business Chiefly Local. 


Corn, Wheat, Oats, and Lard All Declined 
Heavily, but Closed Firmer. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were dull, money was active, though 
not at a premium, the bank statement was bad, 
and prices generally were lower. A new feature 
was the bear raid on the dividend- paying stocks. 
This was directed especially against Illinois Cen- 
tral, though Burlington & Quincy, Alton, and 
Rock Island were also made to feel it. Such an 
attack on these properties would hardly have 
been possible two weeks ago, but the bad turn 
in the corn crop, and in the tightening of money, 
have altogether changed the situation. In an 
active money market, the hurh- priced stocks are 
tne hardest to carry, and the stocks selected 
for yesterday's raid are the ones which 
willsuffer particularily by a shortage in tne 
corn crop. Very little resistance was offered to 
the attacks of the bears, but all the stocks 
named made a partial recovery at the close. 
The bears say they will put Illinois Centra! down 
to 105 ana Burlington & Quincy down to 120. 

Puliman was firm, selling at 142 and 141. It 
was Offered seller 60 at 13744. 

Gould was reported to be selling at the ad- 
vange, and Sage was selling cheap stocks. A 
raid against the coal stocks is predicted. 

Movements in the stock loan market show 
that Keene has been selling Western Union 

freely. 

Vanderbilt's brokers have been among the 
‘most active in squeezing the money market. 

Vanderbilt is holding the large amounts of 
money he has borrowed in readiness for the 
purchase of stocks when they reach his figure. 
He bought Lake Shore a week ago at 121. 

At the close the market was weak. 

A new and unexpected feature of stock ex- 


change affairs is the growing tightness in money.. 


Opinion is as usual sharply divided as to wheth- 
er this is legitimate or manipulative. Among 
the influences favoring more active money are 
the larger volume of mercantile business, the 
heavier payments into the Sub-Treasury on ac- 
count of duties or increased importations, the 
drain to move the cotton and grain crops, which 
has for the latter begun early and strong on ac- 
countof the high prices at which stuff can be 
marketed, the conservative feeling among 
bankers and capitalists on account 
of a possible change of Administration, and 
lastly the unfavorable position of the New York 
banks as compared with a year ago. A year ago 
the banks at this time had a surplus reserve of 
$10,000,000, all of which was lost before Novem- 
ber. Now, in the middie of August, at the be- 
ginning of the fall drain, the banks stand nearly 
a million below their legal reserve. Against the 
foregoing list of causes of monetary activity 
may be set off: () The import of gold from 
Europe, which has already begun in good,style.

from the ot England. (2) The Treasury 
disbursements extraordinary. These will be 
about $40,000,000, of which $10,000,000 to $)2,000,-

for currency. A Still turthetf element of 
the situation is the large amount of money being 
gradually drained away from centres to pay 
for the labor and materials used up in building 
10,000 miles of railroad. - 

The Nation says: 

The Treasury drew into its vaults du the 
week a great deal more money than it paid out, 
and the result was a heavy decrease in the sur- 
plus reserve of the New York banks, leaving 
this surplus $2,087,500, - against $5,735,225 the 
week before, $9,970,000 a year agu. and $1,408,- 
500 two years ago. On the other hand, the 
rates for foreign exchange fell .so much 
that at the close of the week there was a profit 
in importing goid. Less dependence is placed 
on gold imports as a resou for the autumn 
money mar than on the héavy disbursements 
to which th reasury is committed by reason 
of the refunding of the 6 and 5 per cent debt at 
34% ber cent. On the 2th of the current month 
about $12,000,0005 per cent coupon bonds ma- 
tured, the money for which will come out grad- 
uaily, and on Oct. 1 about $30,000,000 5 per cent 
fall due, but can and will be 
paid before then, provided holders present them 
and are content to take iuterest up to the day 
of presentation. These extraordinary disburse- 
ments should ‘prevent uuy stringency in the 
loan market, quite apart from tne influence of 
goid imports.

TAX SALES IN NEW YORK. 
Notice is given by the Controller of New 
York, througb the press, of the sale, under 
an old and curious land law, of 4.500 houses 
and lots for default in the payment of taxes. 
All kinds of delinquents, among them the 


Astors, are in default for all kinds 
of taxes from water rates up 
to boulevard assessments. Where such 
defaults are not settled by Oct. 10 the property 
willbe sold. When the sale comes on the vari- 
ous lots and houses and lots go to the one who 
will pay all arrears and charges, and who will 
take them for the shortest number of years. 
When a man has bought a house or lot he does 
not come into immed ate ssession. The de- 
Unquent owner has the right to redeem. his 
pr rty in two years, paying interest at the 
rate of 14 per cent. The taxbuyer does not get 
a tee simple. At the end of the period for 
which he bought the possession of the property 
the owner or his heirs may appear, turn out the 
tax-purchaser, and resume possession without 
paying a cent. But in case no owner or heirs 
appear, the city comes into possession without 
paying anything. The tax-purchaser must make 

ood nis investment while he is in possession. 

He cannot sell the property, for he bas no title 
to convey. Incase of redemption the tax-pur- 
chaser can take away auy improvements he 
may have made on the property, but these are 
usually the subject of bargain, and remain with 
the real owner. 

The large dealers in real estate seldom trouble 
themseives with these tax sales; there is too 
much red tape to suit them. The ordinary pur- 
chasers apbear to form a clique and make a 
business of it, one man sometimes buying dozens 
of lots. These men are well posted and are cer- 
tain to make money. Then there isa strong 
temptation in the chance ot getting a flue house 
and lot for a song; for if it is redeemed there @ 
14 per cent interest, while if it is not the pur- 
chaser moves from a hovel, perhaps. into a pul- 
ace and flaunts forth a rich mau at once. The 
reason for bidding a thousand years is, of course, 
to make sure of a long title; fur, though those 
sold now will expire in the year 2881. that is 
about as far ahead as most people care to look 
in this world. 

It was not alone the Northwestern fur trade 
that gave the elder As®r his start in accumu- 
lating millions. [Immediately after the peace 
with Engiand in 1783 à large number of con- 
fiscated estates were sold by the Federal Gov- 
ernment in this city and State and in other 
States. Astor invested heavily in this property, 
which went for a song. and was able to bold it 
until it had risen in value from hundreds to 
thousands of doliars. He also bad 2 eye, and a 
keen one, for real estat® on this island. and was 
ready at Roy time to buy and wait fora rise. 
The earliest of these sales for unpaid taxes 
would not fail to attract his attention, and so, in 
one way and another, he came to be the owner 
of hundreds, if not thousands, of acres in the 
City of New York, the greater part of which yet 
remains in the family.

FALLEN FROM GRACE. 


An Agent of the Citizens’ gesaat Jalled 
* fer Being Drunk and Disorderly. 
Mr. Hugh Scott, who is—or was—the 

agent at the Town of Lake for the Citizens’ 

League for the Suppression of the Sale of 

Liquor to Minors,“ furnished an illustration 

yesterday of ridiculous inconsistency which 

was most laughable, while much to be re 
gretted. In other words Mr. Scott had the 

Sublime audacity to go and get drunk,—an 

officer of an organization formed for the pur- 

pose of rescuing the young from {fhe 
vice of intemp rance got 830 out- 
rageously full“ that he could not distin- 

guish a saloonkeeper from a preacher or a 

minor from a centenarian! To be sure, Mr. 

Scott is not a minor, being well nigh on to two- 

score and ten, but, while the League was formed 

especialiy to protect minors, it never almed to 

instruct the youth that he could drink all 8 

wanted to after becom: a man, and particu- 

larly the League did not intend to — 4 — 
its very fold an example of mature iutemper- 
ance. 

And the worst of it all ts that Mr. Scott now 
languishes in jail because of his shocking irreg- 
ularity. It appears that yesterday he was to 
have 8 a saloonkeeper before 
some ustioe on the charge of selling 
poe to minors, but for some reason he re- 

ved a message from headquarters to have the 
case dismissed. It is 88 that the news of 
his uncertain condition had reached headquar- 
ters, for on the previous day he had been in 
court drunk, to prosecute some saloonkeepers. 

But Mr. Sedtt bad too much aboard” to con- 

ceal himself sagaciously, and he was seen zig- 

zagging the streets by some of his enemies, the 
suloonkeepers. The result was the swearing 
out of a warrant against dim before Justice 

Hotaling charging him with being drunk on the 

streets. The execution of the warrant was in- 

trusted to Constable Kuhn who fouud Scott in 
bed at his home, No. 2706 Butterfield street. 

The accused, however, did not want his slum- 
ber disturbed, and he objected in a most em- 
phatic manner to accompanying the officer to 
court,—resisted the officer, in fact. But he was 
finally brought into the presence of Justice 
Hotaiing, and arraigned on two charges, being 
drunk on the street and resisting an officer. On 
the latter charge he was examined forthwith, 
found guilty, and neld to the Criminal Court. 
The other case was continued to Monday af ter- 
noon at I o'clock. Being unable to give bond 
12 2 case, the prisoner was brought over to 
ai 

A TRIBUNE reporter saw Mr. Scott in jail yes- 
terday afternoon and bad atulk with him. The 
prisoner was still too drunk by far to tell any- 
thing like a connected story of his troubles, and 
the odor of his breath was like unto the per- 
fume of a four-story distillery, and was se 
strong that it must have aided him materially in 
his struggle with the Constable. The effect of 
Mr. Scott's breath on the reporter was akin to 
that of a champagne supper, though not 80 
pleasant to take. 

Mr. Scott explained that he was as tight as a 
Lord, but not from drink, trum care and 
trouble looking after the saloon men.“ He said 
he had not touched a drop of liquor “for two 
days.“ and that bis arrest waz anoutragzir.’’ 
In a very maudlin and disconnected way he told 
Crow he had been snatched from his bed by a 
constable, dragged into court, and lugged over 
to jail without an opportungy to get witnesses 
or prepare a defense.

BULLS AND BEARS. 


Less Excitement on the Board of 
Trade, with Weak, Irregular 
Markets. 


Rumors that the Cincinnati Clique 
Has Sold Out—Some Life 
There Yet. 
Last Week One of the Biggest on Record 
—Big Money and Big Expenses, 
but No Failures. 


The Seitling Clerks’ Successfal Strike for Higher 
Wages—The Beard Peet“ Loose 
Again. 


The excitement was somewhat less intense 
on the Board of Trade yesterday, but quite 
fierce enough to satisfy the crowd. The 
markets were, weak and irregular, breaking 
badly at times, and closing steadier. Foreign 
advices indicated strength, but local talent 
had possession of the markets, and New 
York telegrams quoted.a tumble there of 
three or four cents per bushel, with every 
opera-glass leveled at the Chicago mar- 
ket. The receipts of grain were 
larger, and the more encouraging re- 
ports about the crops, especially 
corn, published in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, 
with vague rumors that the Cincinnati wheat 
clique had nearly sold out, converted a great 
many people into bears, and it seemed fora 
time as if most of the bulls had gone to pas- 
ture. The brokers did not have quite so big 
a rush as on Friday, but the grders poured in 
fast enough to keep them from wearing out 
their clothes doing nothing, and the noisy 
element of the crowd had ample opportunity 
to test the capacity of its lungs. Everybody 
stood up straight under the ordeal, and 
many seemed to think the hight of the 
speculative fever was passed. 

Wheat was unsettled, selling down 315 
cents from the highest point, and October 
ranged from $1.22% to $1.2644. 

ALL SORTS OF RUMORS 
were afloat. The clique brokers kept the 
price of car-lots and August at $1.34, but 
were freely charged with having sold out on 
Friday, and the bears thought they had proof 
of it in the tactics displayed. But when Octo- 
ber touched $1.222¢ clique parties appeared 
in the crowd, and bid right and left for 
2,000,000 bushels. running the price up $1.2, at 
which figure they beld the market tothe close. 
Some thought they bought in short wheat. On 
the curbstone people chattered about the Cin- 
einnati ring baving unloaded, and said they 
were delivering cash wheat on August, and in- 
tended to on seller the year. Some declared the 
ring was practically out, but would tail on till 
the August deal was closed, anc that Handy had 
determined to go it alone for a while. 

A party whois reputed to be a ring broker 
said: “They talk about a Cincinnati clique in 
wheat. Why, it is the whole worid that is buy- 
ing. The crop of the winter-wheat States is a 
purtial failure, and they bave none to 
export. Peopie have been talking about 
the receipts here running up to 40 cars a 
day, but the wheat don't come. Why? Because 
they haven't got the stuff to send. The short- 
age in the crop this year is a National calamity. 
It the crowd talk the market down, and go in to 
sell, they will most likely get left.’ 

Said another, supposed to be of the same per- 
suasion: There has never been a week iu the 
history of the Board of Trade when speculanon 
has been so enormous as in this one.

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LIVERPOOL’S WATER. 


An Account of the Vast System That a 
Great City Is Building to Meet Future 
Wants. 

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 8.—Liverpool is growing 
rapidly, the increase of the population and 
the extent of the town outstripping all esti 
mates of twenty, or even ten, years ago. At 
present the town is supplied by what is called 
the Rivington Water-Works. The construc- 
tion of these works occupied eight years, and 
cost £900,000, or $4,500,000. The scheme em- 
braces seven reservoirs, which catch the 
water from 10,000 acres of moorland lying to 
the east of the towns of Bolton and Chorley. 
The highest of these reservoirs was not a 
part of the original scheme, but was forced 


upon the corporation by the Government to 
pacify the mill-owners of the district, who 
dreaded injury from the intercepting of the 
upper waters. 

In 1865 the supply to the town from all 
sources was on an average 100,000,000 gallons 
a week, while 50,000,000 was given away as 
compensation. The demand, bowever, began to 
guin on the supply. Various vrojects were put 
torward to bring water from the English or 
Welsh lakes. Liverpool was anxious not te be 
outdone by her Scotch rival, Glasgow, which in 
1859 bad boldly tapped Loch Katrine, at an ex- 
pense of $7.500,000,to obtain a daily supply of 
21,000,000 gallons. After years of discussion it 
was resolved to construct a new aqueduct. The 
total length of this aqueduct, from its com- 
mencement, six miles south of Bala Lake, to 
Prescot, near Liverpool, will be sixty-seven 
miles. The valley is about 780 feet above the 
sea level. At its narrowest part, where it is 
about three hundred yards across, an em- 
bankment eighty-tour feet high above 
the ground level will be erected. This 
work, by damming back the river, without any 
further artificial inclosure, will, with the nat- 
ural sides of the valley, form a lake nearly five 
miles long, with a water area ot 1.115 acres,— 
that is, there will be created an artificial lake as 
large as Bala. The embankment will be of 
solid masonry, the excavatiqns will be carried 
down to the solid rock at a depth of forty-one 
feet, the length of the tunnel from the iver 
Marchnant will be a mile and a halt, and that 
from the River Cowny a mile and a quarter in 
length. These tunnels are constructed with a 
view to the future rather than the present. It 
is intended primarily to collect the water from 
the 17,483 acres which naturally drain into the 
Vyrnwy, but as the town increases in popula- 
tion the two streams will be diverted into the 
lake, giving an additional drainage area of 
4,417 acres. 

The Rivington water is somewhat discolored, 
especially after rain. This color arises from the 
mooriand whence it is derived. The Vyrnwy 
water comes from a district of silurian soil, and 
is very pure. There is no district in Great Brit- 
ain so thinly populated as this part of Wales. 
There are no mines or manufactures. 

The aqueduct will commence by a tunnel seven 
feet in diameter, and two and a half miles long, 
which will terminate in acast-iron pipe of forty- 
two inches internal diameter. Tuuoteis, where 
the ground permits, alternate with pipes, which 
are necessary where valleys bave to be crossed. 
There will be only one raised aqueduct. Re- 
lieving tanks will be erected at intervals, and 
filtering beds constructed. 

The estimated expenditure on the works in 
their complete form is $15,000,000, and it is an- 
ticipated that thé first section of the works will 
be so far completed in 1565 as to allow the water 
to be delivered into Liverpool. 

When the whole scheme is finished Tiverpool 
will have an available supply of 32,000,000 gal- 
lons per day. The present consumption is 120,- 
000,000 per week, so that there is a wide margin 
for future requirements. The present popuia- 
tion of the town is 800,000. The resources of the 
Vyrnwy are ample fora population of 2.300.000. 
The total storage capacity of the lake is 1¹ 900. 
000.000 galions.

Since the Croton works were deter- 
mined on, in 1835, New York has increased from 
270.000 to 1,206,000 inhabitants, or nearly fivetold, 
and the Commissioner of Public Works assures 
us that before any additional supply can possi- 
bly be furnished the city will have outgrown the 
capacities of its present supply.
